AMERICAN LEGION POST #152 


The current Guyton-Callahan American Legion Post 152 was originally 
chartered under the name of Col. Charles Young, one of the first 
Afro-American heroes of the 20th Century, and numbered 31. After a 
period of time the Post was renamed after Emmet Guyton, an 
Afro-American Newark resident who was killed during World War I. 
Following a period of inactivity, the Post's number was changed to 
154. 


On December 7, 1941, the Japanese bombed Pearl Harbor, killing Archie 
Callahan, a 19 year old Newark resident. The Post was subsequently 
renamed Guyton-Callahan tohonor this young hero as well. 

Of the predominantly Black American Legion Posts in New Jersey, 
Guyton-Callahan is the oldest and has always maintained the largest 
membership. Post 152 will continue to serve the community, state and 
nation as long as the Breath of Freedom fills the lungs of its members 
and Liberty rings in their voices.
